It is not the parents, but their Church which 
makes great sacrifices to supply Catholic high 
schools, teachers, coaches, janitors, fuel, light, in- 
surance, the maintenance of the convent, etc. 

The Church wants to help your high school boys 
and girls. You certainly should be most eager to let 
it have that opportunity. Of course, you should co- 
operate with the discipline of the school if you would 
have it really accomplish the purpose for which it 
exists.

Notre Dame—A Japanese nun 
who survived the atomic bomb 
blast at Nagasaki is among on 690

Sister Clara was just one mile 
from “vround zero” when the A 
bomb exploded, leveling large sec 


tions of the city and killing thou 


sands of its inhabitants The petite! 
nun was trapped for two hours in 
a demolished convent Ju ust a few 
feet away. 210 of her students and 
friends perished in a scho | build 
ing 

In September, Sister Clara and 
her companion, Sister Agatha. will 
return to the bomb-scarred city to 
resume their teaching duties in a 
school conducted by the Sisters of 
the Immaculate Heart of Mary 

Sister Clara grimly recalls Aug 
ust 9, 1945. The blinding flash of 


the atomic bomb and its deafening 


roar were followed almost instant 
ly by the collapse of the convent 


building and Sister Clara was bur- 
ied beneath tons of debris from the 


upper floors.

The atomic explosion had not 
been entirely without warning. An 


air-raid siren sounded while the 
Sisters were attending Mass that 
fateful morning. But when no 
planes appeared, the Sisters 


thought there was no danger and 
so they proceeded about their cus 


/tomary tasks. 


At the time of the atomic at 
tack on Nagasaki, Sister Agatha 
was teaching in nearby Kagoshima 
When news came of the destruction 
of the Mother House in Nagasaki. 
she was sent with a number of oth- 
er Sisters to aid the blast victims 
They guided the injured Sisters 
and children to the mountains 
where they would be safe from the 
atomic radiation lingering in the 
ravaged city. 

One of the Sisters’ first projects 
was to construct a temporary shel 


ter which was used as a hospital:

Occasionally one 
may hear it said by a Catholic, who 
ic explaining the St. Christopher 
medal, that “above a certain speed, 
St. Christopher will not guarantee 
any help.” This everyday expres 
sion gives voice to the truth that 
we should not defy the laws of 
nature and expect supernatural 
help to perform a miracle 


When wens to do our part, 
and expect to work a miracle. 
then we are guilty of the sin of 
presumption. We must therefore 
remember to drive within a reason- 
able speed limit, depending upon 
the locality of our travels. ane 
extension agent recently remarked. 
“Do you drive as if your life de 

s on it?—It does'” If we are 
mindful of the rules of the road 
and keep our vehicles in proper 
mechanical condition. then we are 


doing our part in the quest for 
safety. 
Seurce of Danger 
Another source of damage to 


dwellings, both urban and rural, is 
fire.
